LIKE POLICIES AT AUCTION. 

A Nebinska Suit to Restrain Sale Be- 
cause a Menace to the Individuals. 

Lhiooln, Neb., Nov. 3,-Suit with one 
of tbo most novel prayers that has been 
made in the records of the district court 
of Lancaster county was tiled to-day by 
Attorneys Charles T.., George K. nnd 
Uavid YY. Brown, known in business 
circles as the Brown Brothers. They 
ask Receiver Hill, 'Of the Lincoln Sav- 
ings Bank, to refrain from disposing of 
their Insurance policies, held as collu 1 - 
oral security, on flte ground of jeopardy 
to their lives. The amount of the poli- 
cies iK between $15,000 and §25,000; in 
the Northwestern. Brown Bros, was n 
few years ago one of the largest grain 
buying and contracting linns in South- 
eastern. Nebraska. They failed in busi- 
ness, and pledged their life insurance 
policies for a loan. The paper became 
an asset of tho Lincoln Savings Bunk, 
which in turn failed, mid the receiver 
seeks to sell. Tho policies were made 
out in, favor of the wives of the holders, 
but the plaintiffs allege that without 
possessing the right to change tho bene- 
ficiaries, the receiver, notwithstanding 
the law prevents speculation in the life 
and death of individuals, is about to soil 
these policies to the highest bidder. 
They may 'be paid only at the death of 
the assured, hence the claim is made 
that by transferring them a great in- 
ducement is offered the holders to make 
away with tho parties insured. It is 
alleged that one of the men with whom 
the receiver has bo<>n in communication 
regarding fho matter is a money-lender. 
The fact that so great a sum of mon'ev 
might be obtained by the death of the 
plaintiffs, they assert, would afford a 
motive for bringing about the termina- 
tion of their lives, and an injunction is 
asked.

European War Was Very Near 
but by French Good Sense 
Has Been Averted. 



Admirals' Diplomacy in Crete- No 
Egyptian Protectorate-Action 
Against Anarchists.

London, Nov. 0.— The annual ban- 
qnct of the Lord Mayor of London took 
place at the Guildhall this evening. 
There were about ST)0 guests present, 
including members of the diplomatic 
corps, cabinet ministers and other dis- 
tinguished people and their wives. Af- 
ter a formal reception in the library 
there was the usual procession to the 
great hall which served as the banquet- 
ting place. 

After the usual loyal toasts, the Navy 
and Army were toasted, Admiral Sir 
William Kennedy and General Lord 
Wolseloy responding for their respective 
forces, which were described as being 
iu a perfect state of preparedness to 
meet any power disputing Great Brit- 
ain's just claims. The brevity of the 
speeches showed thnt everyone realized 
there was general anxiety to hear 
THE MARQUIS OF SALISBURY, 
who on rising to respond to the toast of 
Jler Majesty's ministers, was grwted 
with prolonged cheers. The Premier 
began by saying that a succession of 
events abroad had occasioned grave 
anxiety to the ministry for u year past, 
lie alluded to the murder of the Em- 
press of Austria, for the double purpose- 
of expressing the universal regret ex- 
perienced ou nccount of the crime, and 
of announcing that Great Britain had 
accepted an invitation to take part in 
a conference which would be called to 
determine upon the measures which it is 
possible to take iu order to blot out 
anarchy. The Marquis of Salisbury 
added that at the same time he was 
bound to say he had no great hope that 
legislation would abate " this horrible 
monstrous affliction of humanity." Af- 
ter referring iu a laudatory manner to 
the British campaigns iu India and in 
the Soudau, the Premier turned to the 
Cretan question and 

THE CONCERT OF EUROPE, 
lie said he was afraid that the proceed- 
ings of the concert were not always ad- 
iiiired. At the same time, he' poTated 
out, patient application, combined with 
the moral strength of Eurojie, has at 
lust succeeded in fulfilling the : promise 
to the Cretans to give thonr autonomy 
under the suzerainty of the Sultan. 
Continuing the Premier remarked: "The 
solution of this most difficult problem, 
has witnessed displays of splendid and 
unexceptional qualities of diplomacy up- 
on the part of the admirals who have 
successfully accomplished what the 
cabinets of Europe had been unable to 
do. I have sometimes thought that if 
cabinqts were all dismissed and ad- 
mirals were installed in their places, 
Europe would get on better. Tu.'ning 

. THE CRISIS WITH FRANCE, 
tho Premier remarked: " We had quite- 
reeently to consider whether the ques- 
tion of European war was not very 
near. But with great interest and con- 
sideration the result has turned out hap- 
pily through tin? great judgment and 
common sense displayed by France, un- 
der circumstances of unusual difficulty, 
which 1 think have relieved Europe of 
a very dangerous and . threatening, 
storm. While matters were in suspense 
the government was necessarily forced 
to take precautions that it should not 
liiive been taken unawares. These pre- 
cautions were most prompt and effect- 
ive, but the immediate necessity for 
•hem has passed off. There has been 
pome surprise on both sides of the 
Channel at the fact that these prepara- 
tions have not suddenly ceased, but it 
is impossible to stop them at a moment's 
notice." After referring to the various 
rumors of intended action arising out of 
these preparations, including the seizure 
of Syria and Crete, and the declaration 
of a 

PROTECTORATE OVER EGYPT, 
mention of fho hitler being greeted with 
immense cheering, Lord Salisbury con- 
tinued: "I am sorry I cannot rise to 
the height of the aspirations indicated 
by the cheering of the audience. I do 
not venture to prophesy what would 
happen if we were forced by others into- 
a position we do not now occupy, or 
what may occur, but wo are well satis- 
lied with tho existing state of things, 
and we do not think any cause has 
arisen to necessitate effort on our part 
at present to modify it. Tho position 
causes occasional friction, but taking 
the question as a whole, and considering 
the feelings of other people as well as 
our own, we can reasonably rest for the

Washington, Nov. 9.— A list of con- 
gressmen elected compiled from returns 
to the Associated Press up to 11 o'clock 
shows that the Republicans have elected 
180 members, while the Democrats, Sil- 
ver Republicans, Fusionists und all 
others have elected 105 members. There 
are 12 doubtful districts yet to be heard 
from. 

The election returns establish with 
certainty that: the United States senate 
will have a Republican majority after 
March 4 next. The analysis of the 
party changes shows that the Republi- 
cans gain s^veti seats from the Demo- 
crats in California, Delaware, Indiana, 
New Jersey, New York, North Dakota 
and Wisconsin; und one from the Popu- 
lists in Nebraska; they may lose one 
from Washington, which is In doubt, 
nnd gain one from West Virginia, which 
is also in doubt. The political divisions 
of the senate after March 4 will be: 
Republicans, 52; Democrats, 27; Popu- 
lists, 5; Silver Republicans, 4; in 
doubt, 2. 

San Francisco. Nov. 9— California has 
gone to the Republican column with 
more emphasis than ever before. The 
entire state ticket, with the exception of 
secretary of state, has been elected ac- 
cording to Republican claims. It will 
be several days before the complete fig- 
ures are received. The Republicans 
claim all seven congressmen and the 
legislature. 

Lincoln, Nov. 9— Belated returns to- 
day continue to indicate that Nebraska 
has turned n political somersault and 
landed in the Republican column. In 
317 precincts outside of Lincoln and 
Omaha, liny ward, Republican for gov- 
ernor, has a plurality. If these gains 
are maintained, Hayward will carry the 
state by over 4,000. 

Denver, Col., Nov. 9. — The entire 
Fusion ticket, headed by Charles S. 
Thomas, Democrat for governor, is 
elected by a majority approximating 
about 50,000. 

Salt Lake, Utah, Nov. 9— The Demo 
crats have elected Roberts to congress 
nnd carried the legislature, which will 
elect a United States senator. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 9. — The delegation 
from Pennsylvania in the new congress 
will comprise 21 Republicans and 9 
Democrats— a Democratic gain of t>. 
Tone, Republican, has carried the city 
by 85,900, while his plurality in the 
state outside of Philadelphia city will 
probably run the Republican plurality 
to 150,000 over Jenks, Democrat. 

Wilmington, Nov. 9.— Complete re- 
turns received this morning show that 
the next legislature of Delaware iR al- 
most purely Republican in each branch, 
and certainly Republican on the joint 
ballot. 

Columbus, Nov. 9— Additional returns 
to-day do not materially change 00,000 
of a Republican plurality on the Ohio 
state ticket, nnd 15 Republicans to 
Democratic congressmen. 

Boise, Nov. 9.— For the first time in 
the history of Idaho, women voted for 
congressmen und state officers. In view 
of the isolation of many places, accu- 
rate returns are not yet available. 

Boston, Nov. 9. — With only two small 
towns to hear from, Bruce, Democrat 
for governor of Massachusetts, has 
103,895; Wolcott, Republican, 190,238. 

NEW YORK'S CONTEST. 

New York, Nov. 9. — Revised returns 
give no change from those last night, 
which showed the election of Col. 
Roosevelt by a plurality of from 18,000 
to 20,000 over Augustus Van Wyck, 
Democrat. 

The state congrcsisonnl delegation 
will probably stand 15 Republicans to 
39 Democrats, a Democrat gain of 12. 

In old New Yorw city (Manhattan 
borough) no Republican has been re- 
turned, and a notable feature of the 
election was the defeat by Captain Wm. 
Astor Chanler of Lemuel E. Quigg for 
congress in the 14th district. 

Richard Croker made his appearance 
at Tammany hall shortly afternoon to- 
day and when asked for an interview 
upon the result of the election said: "I 
am entirely satisfied with the vote in 
New York county. The Democracy did 
its full duty here, and if there had not 
been a Republican landslide dp the 
state Van Wyck would have been elect- 
ed. I thought I had reason to hope that 
Roosevelt would come down to the Hap. 
lem with 40,000 or 50,000 majority, but 
of course there was no hope of overcom- 
ing the 105,000 plurality that the Repub- 
licans got above the Harlem. Compara- 
tively speaking, we did better in this 
county than we did n year ago. As to 
our judiciary ticket, it made a splendid 
record and really helped the state ticket. 
Our three 'candidates for justices of the 
supreme court secured almost the same 
number of votes. I never saw three can- 
didates run so evenly. The howl about 
mi honest judiciary, therefore, had no 
effect whatever on the campaign. Re 
suits show that the people understood 
just what thex howl meant. Another 
thing 1 ,' the Republicans tried to make 
sound money u prominent issue of the 
campaign, yet we elected all our con- 
gressional candidates and gained two 
congressmen in Brooklyn. That is all 
the nound money issue amounted to in 
tliis city. The fact is that Roosevelt's 
military record pulled him through. It 
seems that any man with a Cuban war 
record can win this year. See how 
Chanler beat Quigg. His record in Cu- 
ba helped him to wipe out Quigg's ma- 
jority of 1890." 
Augustus Vnu. Wyck when seen at his 



home in Brooklyn to-day refused to dis- 
cuss the result of the election with re- 
porters and replied to all inquiries: "I 
have nothing to say." 

WAR UPON BLACKS. 

North Carolina Citizens Resolved on 
White Rule Henceforth— Black 
Labor Boycotted. 

Washington, Nov. 9.— A despatch to 
the Star to-day from Wilmington, N.C., 
gives the details of n mass meeting of six 
hundred citizens of that city at the court 
house there to-day "to assert the su- 
premacy of the white man." Ex-ltepre 
sentntive Waddell presided and read a 
series of resolutions reciting the deter- 
mination of the white people to fore /or 
rule the city and to commence the work 
immediately, decluring that hereafter 
white labor should he given preference 
over black and calling for the banish- 
ment of Ale:;. Mauley, the negio news- 
paper publisher, who printed an objec- 
tionable editorial recently. 

An amendment was offered calling on 
the mayor anil chief of police and board 
of aldermen to vacate their oUlces now 
instead of waiting until their terms tv- 
pire in March. 

These resolution were referred to a 
committee and while a.va'tiu^ its re- 
port severul speeches were made, one of 
the speakers, Representative-elect Bel- 
lamy, urging the expulsion of Mauley in 
thirty-two hours but counselling modera- 
tion in other respects. 

The committee reported its conclusions 
favoring the expulsion of Mauley as 
proposed, and urging the employment 
of white labor as far as possible, and 
reciting that the mayor ami chief of po- 
lice having demonstrated their incompe- 
tency, and their continuance in olllce be- 
ing being a menace, they should resign. 
The report was unanimously adopted and 
a committee of 25 was appointed to car- 
ry into effect the resolution adopted. 

It is understood that Manlcy has al- 
ready left the city. The mayor and chief 
of police say they will not resign us the 
resolutions cull for, but will serve their 
terms. 



FRANCE MAKES A SK0W. 



Though Not Prepared to Fight the 
British She Puts Mer Fleet 
in Evidence.

Cairo, Nov. 9. — Major Marchand and 
Cupt. Baratier start for Fashoda on 
Thursday or Friday to carry out the 
evacuation of that place by the French 
garrison, which will retire by way ot 
Abyssinia to Jibutila, a six months' jour- 
ney. 

London, Nov. 10. — The Rome corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail says: "It U 
asserted positively that Major March- 
and has established communication with 
Emperor Mcuelik, of Abyssinia, and that 
France is now intriguing with that mon- 
arch." 

THE FRENCH FLEET. 

Faris, Nov. 9.— The Echo dc Paris to- 
day publishes a despatch from Toulon, 
which says the entire French Mediter- 
anenn siiuudrou is ready for sea. It 
adds that Admiral Founder, as com- 
mander, received a cipher despatch yes- 
terday evening, whereupon he signalled 
to the Forhin, a third-class cruiser, to 
bank her fires; and the fastest torpedo 
boat conveyed orders to the admiral com- 
manding the squadron of French cruis- 
ers and torpedo boats to assemble im- 
mediately at Toulon, where all the ves- 
sels are prepared for action, and where 
the arsenals and ship yards have been 
worked all night. It later developed 
that Admiral Founder had been sum- 
moned to Paris. 

M. Lockroy, minister of marine, says 
that there is not any truth in the rumors 
published by the Echo de Paris, but de- 
spite this denial there is little doubt that 
the news of French naval preparations 
is in the main correct. Admiral Four- 
nier has arrived in response to Mr. Ldck- 
roy's summons and the two have already 
held a long conference with several ad- 
mirals at tlie ministry of marine. 

It is believed that Si. Lockroy intends 
a set-off to the British demonstration at 
Portsmouth and it is iu.iiioicd that ho 
will increase the French tlcet to the ex- 
tent of a thousand million francs, which 
will be obtained by a conversion of 
rentes into 2% per cents. 

The admirals, it is understood, have 
reported all the coast defences in a. 
complete state of readiness. At Algiers 
there is the greatest activity. All the 
forts have been fully manned and the de- 
fences improved. 

Admiral Gervais has fallen ill from 
overwork in connection with the prepar- 
ations.

Ramby and Jefferson 
Squires were killed and J. F. MaeCurt- 
ery and Riley Squires probably mortally 
wounded, in an election quarrel. 

At Steuben, in Hopkins county. It. E. 
Sutton and Geo. Young were killed. Win. 
Young is in gaol as a party to the kill- 
ing of Sutton, who had murdered 
Young's brother. 

At Aubrey, Denton counts', Deputy 
Sheriff B. Taylor was shot through the 
neck by L. Webb nnd dangerously 
wounded. He shot Webb through the 
leg. 

At Ashfield, in Trinity county, ,T. W. 
Ashfield was killed and his father prob- 
ably fatally wounded by persons whose 
names have not been learned.

STREET RAILWAY STRIKE. 

London, Nov. 9. — The following settle- 
ment of the strike has been offered by 
the street railway company and refused 
by the men: The company offers to pay 
13 cents au hour for the first year, J-l 
for the second year and 15 for the third 
year, the hours to be arranged by the 
men themselves. "Upon this basis," s 
Manager Carr, "fifty-seven men could 
start work at 14 cents, seven at 15 cents 
and the remainder at 13 cents. Many of 
these within the next month will be in- 
creased by reason of the length of ser- 
vice. This rate is higher than in any 
city of London's size in Canada." The 
man demand the same rate an paid in 
Toronto, where the earnings are 00 per 
cent, more per mile than in London, 
BRIDGE FALLS. 

St. John, Nov. 9.— The southern abutt- 
rnent of the steel bridge over the river 
at Ferry Point gave way yesterday, car 
rying with it the bridge and a large pioei 
of the railway now being constructed 
across it to Calais. 

SCHOONER AND CREW LOST. 

Halifax, Nov. 9. — Capt. Morris, of the 
ship Fred E. Scammell, writes from 
Parrsboro that the schooner Lakota was 
passed bottom up in latitude 30 north, 
longitude 10 west. There is no doubt 
her whole crew was drowned. The Lake 
ta was built at Port Greville two years 
ago and was commanded by Capt. D 
Blake, of Parrsboro, son of the owner. 
The crew shipped in the West Indies. 
A BOAT RACE. 

Halifax, Nov. 0.— Michael Lynch, of 
Halifax, and Harry Vail, of St. John, 
rowed their second scull race on Bedford 
Basin this morning. Lynch was the 
favorite, having had his boat upset in 
the first race. The distance was three 
miles with a turn, for $150 a side. Vail 
won by half a length after a close con- 
test. 



COMMISSION AT WASHINGTON. 

Belief There That a Treaty Respecting 
Canadian-American Issues Will 
ResuR. 

Washington, Nov. 9. — The joint high 
commission to confer on questions ut 
issue between the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada will meet in Wash- 
ington to-morrow. It is believed the 
forthcoming sessions of the international 
arbitrators will conclude the business 
before the commission and that a formal 
treaty covering all the points decided 
with regard to closer relations between 
Canada ami the United States will re- 
sult. 

The meetings of the commission are 
held behind closed doors and only meagre 
reports of the progress made are given 
out for publication. Ex-Secretary of 
State John W. Foster to-day said that 
the work was fairly well in hand, al- 
though no progress had been made since 
the adjournment in Quebec. . The dis- 
cussion is to be taken up where it was 
interrupted. 



POOL ON IMMIGRANTS. 

Transcontinental Railways Combine to 
Regulate This Traffic to North- 
west. 

Buffalo, Nov. 9. — An important con- 
ference of the passenger representatives 
of American and Canadian railroads 
opened at the Iroquois hotel in this city 
to-day. The representation was big, the 
principal roads in both countries having 
delegates present. The purpose of the 
meeting is to improve the transconti- 
nental passenger situntioin, to setUe dif- 
ferences existing between American lines 
and the Canadian roads, to properly 
maintain rates and to adopt a uniform 
system of handling the immigrant traffic 
from Europe to Untied States and Can- 
adian points. 

The Canadian Pacific has recently 
been granted representation in the im- 
migrant bureau nt. New York and hits 
become a strong competitor for this 
traffic to Northwest points, and it is 
more nr less the intention to practically 
pool this issue, thus giving each lino a 
proportionate divisioin. To-day's meet- 
ing was devoted to routine matters. The 
important work of the conference will be- 
gin to-morrow.

present with the existing state of 
fairs. I must not. he understood as 
meaning that Great Britain's position in 
Egypt is not the same now us it was 
before the full of Omdunnan, but we 
earnestly hope that the circumstances 
will not make it necessary materially 
to modify that position, as we are con- 
vinced the world would not then go on 
so peaceably as now." Referring again 
to the war preparations and asking his 
hearers to look at the state of the 
world, Lord Salisbury observed: "The 
Czar has iuvited a congress to provide 
for the . 

DISARMAMENT OF THE WORLD, 
but while we offer our heartiest tribute 
to his motives, and are willing to assist 
and sympathize in every way, until the 
happy day when his aspirations are 
crowned with success, we must still 
provide precautions needful to counter- 
act the dangers surrounding us. In 
some respects this era— this great epoch 
in the history of man— is marked by un 
happy omens. 

" It is the first year in which the 
mighty force of the American republic 
has been Introduced among nations 
whose dominions are expanding and 
whose instruments to a certain extent 
are war. I ani not implying the slight- 
est: blame. Far from it. I am not re- 
fusing sympathy to the American repub- 
lic in the difficulties through which it 
has passed, But no one can deny its 
appearance among factors Asiatic at all 
events, possibly in European diplomacy, 
is a grave and serious event which may 
not. conduce to the interests of peace, 
though I think in any event it is likely 
to conduce to the interests of Great 
Britain. (Applause). 

"But what has been impressed upon 
us is that; the subject matter of war is 
tarrihlxsprevnleut on all sides. We see 
nations decrying, whose government is 
so bad that it can neither maintain the 
power of self defence nor retain the af- 
fection of its subjects; and when this 
occurs there are always neighbors im- 
pelled by some motive— it may be, the 
'.highest philanthropy or it may bc .thv 
natural desire for empire— to contest a: 
to who shall he heir to the falling no 
tion; and that is the cause of war." Lon 
Salisbury then alluded to the rupidit; 
and unexpectedness with which Wttri 
break out and said: "If Great Britaii 
should ever permit her 

SEA DEFENCES 
to weaken her whole empire would conn 
clattering down to the ground. It i 
therefore impossible in the present stub 
and temper of the world to intermit ou 
naval and military precautions." 

He concluded by repudiating "all sng 
gestions that our preparations mean tha 
the country is animated by the lust o 
conquest or a love of war," declaring 
that Great Britain was only "resolved to 
maintain the empire Britons have re 
eeived from their forefathers and to suit 
port the peace which is the glory and 
sustenance ot our empire." 

A great, ovation from the entire assem 
bly marked the conclusion of the Pre 
tiller's speech. 

WAR CLOUD HOVERING. 

The Duke of Devonshire, president of 
the council, said in the course of his 
speech in reply to the toast to Her Maj- 
esty's ministers: "There is no reason to 
desist from the work of strengthening 
our naval forces and genera! defences, 
since Fashoda is only an incident in a 
much larger question." 

This expresses the prevalent, feeling 
throughout England and there can be no 
doubt that Lord Salisbury's speech, pa- 
cific as it appears, Will not be received 
with much enthusiasm by the general 
public. Judging from the comments of 
the morning papers, more attention is 
likelv to he paid to his grave warning of 
the necessity of upholding the empire by 
making sacrifices to provide a strong 
navy, titan to his pacific assurances, 
Even the most friendly journal explains 
his reticence as due to the restraint im- 
posed by the responsibilities of office. 

The Daily Chronicle frankly culls him 
"a muddler who is afraid to take the 
public into his confidence," and protests 
against his maladroit suggestion that 
the entrance of the United States int 
old world politics will make for war. 

The Standard says: "There is a dc 
liberate vagueness in Lord Salisbury's 
language, a tendency to hint rather than 
indicate impalpable truths, which is not 
reassuring." 

The Daily News also agrees with his 
remarks about America and says: "Noth- 
ing that fails to conduce to peace can 
conduce to Great Britain's interests 
Probably, however. Lord Salisbury only 
meant that Great Britain and the United 
States are not likely to be found on op- 
posite sides, and there we cordially agree 
with him."

OPERATIONS ON "CHANGE. 

Irregular Course In New York, With Ten 
dency to Strength-London Mar- 
ket Strong. 

New York, Nov. 9.— The stock market 
was very active and decidedly irregular 
during the morning session, and at one 
time the list took on quite uniform evi- 
dence of strength and even buoyancy; but 
at 12:30 o'clock the demand for securities 
seemed satisfied, and the market fell into 
dullness and a somewhat reactionary ten- 
dency which persisted to the close.

The stock markets here opened good on 
the better outlook, lapsed on the rise' in 
the hank rate, but finally closed good.

Paris Reports American Offer of 
Fifty Thousand- Spain Men- , 
aced by Anarchy.

Paris, Is'ov. 9.— At to-duy's session of 
the peace commission, the Americans 
presented the answer of the United 
States to the claims submitted ou Fri- 
day last 011 behalf of Spain. The docu- 
ment consisted of many sheets of type- 
written matter, and was a refutation of 
the Spanish allegation that because the 
words " possession," " ownership," or 
" cession " do not occur in the protocol 
clause touching upon the Philippine is- 
lands, the peace commissioners have 
not the right to discuss them hero, and 
that even if they did so it must be in 
the light of the alleged fact of au ex- 
terior agreement that Spain's sovereign- 
ty should not he impaired. 

The Americans also answered Spain's 
claim for the' restitution to her of public 
money and customs collections taken by 
the United States ollicials since the 
capitulation of Manila, and made reply 
to Spain's claim for an indemnity on 
account of the alleged imprisonment by 
the United States authorities of the 
Spanish troops at Manila, and for their 
consequent restraint from being of ser- 
vice to Spain in the suppression of the 
insurrection and the preservation of 
property. To those points the Ameri- 
cans had prepared an exhaustive reply 
yesterday which, though not fully type 
written at the time fixed for the meeting 
of Tuesday, would have been submitted 
to the Spaniards at 4 p. m. yesterday 
had it not been that the commissioners 
of Spain refused to meet at that "hour, 
pleading other engagements as an ex- 
cuse for their refusal. 

The American commissioners held 
that there was justification under the 
terms of the protocol for the discussion 
of the future of the Philippine islunds, 
and they also claimed that the occupa- 
tion of -Manila is a military occupation, 
which justifies the United States . in 
collecting the revenues, administering 
the government and exercising all the 
functions of possession. 

The joint session was short because 
Senor Montero ltios and Judge Day 
concurred in the service of American 
rejoinder upon the Spanish commission- 
ers without a formal reading of the 
paper, which would occupy many col- 
umns in an ordinary newspaper, and an 
adjournment was taken until Saturday. 

It is quite safe to say that the Ameri- 
cans have made no new propositions 
regarding the possession of the Philip- 
pines, but confined themselves to a dis- 
cussion of the propositions and asser- 
tions made by Spain at the previous 
meeting. Just what were the terms of 
the American rejoinder cannot of course 
be ascertained; but despite persistent 
assertions here to the contrary, there is 
no ground for the Spanish contention 
that the United States acquiesced at the 
signing of the protocol in some reserva- 
tion by Spain of her Philippine sover- 
eignty. 

London, Nov. 10. — The Paris corres- 
pondent, of the Daily Telegraph says: 
"There is much anxiety in government 
circles here as to the Spanish situation. 
This is not because there is any fear 
that a peace will not b'e concluded, for 
it is held that Spain and the United 
States are houud to agree sooner or 
later, though now it is said that Spain 
requires- a solatium of $150,000,000 for 
the Philippines, while the United States 
considers ?. r >0,000,000 ample. It is the 
Spanish domestic situation that inspires 
alarm. Senor Sagasta's government is 
tottering. Anarchy, civil war and mili- 
tary dictatorship are candidates for the 
succession to parliamentary govern- 
ment. Meanwhile Catalonia nnd two 
other provinces are loudly demanding 
separation. France views the situation 
wilh apprehension, and even with 
alarm."

The committee « f tllt * V 0111 '' 1 ot FSrlcul- 
ture, to whom wns referred the question 
cC brown rot (Monjlla Frtictlgena) lu plums 
Las reported as follows: 

i'lum anil prurie-'grpwInB in British' Co- 
lumbia, especially on the Lower! Main- 
land,' is a very Important bronctf oC Uh 
horticultural. industry, and has been protlt- 
nble by reason of Immunity from pests 
and diseases whlchlmve rendered the pro 
auction of the liner varieties of these fruits 
Iu other portions of the Dominion imre- 
inuneratlvc, it not impossible, and because 
a large and constantly increasing market 
was available for good fruit In the prov- 
inces and tli.< territories of the Canadian 
Northwest. This province lias not suffer, d 
from tlio ravages of the curcullo or black 
rot. Tills freedom from disease and in- 
sect posts, coupled with the climatic ad- 
vantages, buB induced orchardists and 
farmers to plant out large numbers of 
the best known varieties of plums and 
prunes; the production of fruit is yearly 
Increasing, as these orchards come Into 
bearing, and the trees are generally 
healthy. Unfortunately, the disease known 
as brown rot, an insidious enemy of the 
fruit, which will be more particularly tie* 
scribed later on in this report, made its 
appearance in recent years on the Lower 
Mainland. , f 

Other portions of the I'neltlc Coast, 
notably the Willamette valley In Oregon, 
have suffered severely, and bad a very, 
serious visitation loot >'<">'. when the 
growers In certain sections lost nearly the 
entire crop of plums and prunes. 

From the most reliable In format Ion at 
band we gather that Oregon has to a large 
extent been exempt from the brown rut 
this year; not so, however, with the Lower 
Mainland ot British Columbia, where the 
great loss lias been sustained. 

The peculiarities of the past season have 
proved to be extremely favorable to the 
development ot this disease. The month 
of June was unusual!;/ wet, and v, as fol- 
lowed by a wnrni, sultry July, producing 
.conditions most favorable for its spread. 

It Is to be hoped that a general adoption 
of the preventive measures, which are 
herewith recommended, will result In the 
■destruction of the- sources of Infection and 
reduce the loss of fruit from tills cause in 
the future to a minimum. 

Brown rot (Monlllu Fructlgenn) nffocts 
all kinds of stone fruits, and is Well known 
In the Eastern provinces, besides the states 
of Oregon and Washington and British Co- 
lumbia, causing more or less loss, as tb'? 
seasons are favorable to Its development 
or otherwise. Warm, moist weather at the 
time the fruit is about full grown will al- 
most certainly develop the disease to a 
very large extent la districts subject to its 
attacks, when measures of a preventive na- 
ture have boen neglected, and cause the 
loss of a large portion of the crop. 

The ash-colored, velvety coating or mould 
seen on plums infected with the disease, 
shows the final or fruiting stage of de- 
velopment. If examined with the pocket 
leus tills mould will be seen to consist of 
numerous tufts of minute thread-like pro- 
jections, and if further examined under n 
compound microscope, It will be seen that 
each of these "1111111110 threads" Is com- 
posed of a number of small oval bodies 
joined end to end like a string of beiids. 
These bead-like bodies are the spores of 
the fungus, and each infected fruit is 
capable of producing them In thousands. 

These spores mny remain unchanged for 
a great length of time, or on the other 
hand, they may when conditions are fa- 
vorable to them, germinate and grow so 
rapidly that Infected fruit soon becomes 
capable of producing fresh crops of spores. 
Through the agency of winds. Insects, etc., 
spores are .distributed widely, and when 
one of them lodges on a fruit sufficiently 
soft, anil when moisture is present, It 
starts the disease again, sending out a 
germinating tube which penetrates the 
skin of the fruit; here it grows rapidly, 
branching through the pulp In all direc- 
tions, forming a dense mass of mycelium, 
which absorbs the contents of the cells of 
the fruit, disorganizing the tissues ami 
causing tlio so-called "brown rot." 

Infected fruit trees turn brown In spots, 
which gradually enlarge until the whole 
fruit becomes brown and rotten, and in Its 
turn becomes covered with fruiting 
spores. 

The mycelium or plant body of the 
fungus remains dormant during the winter 
In the dried or mummied plums which are 
left on trees infected with the disease, 
or 011 the ground beneath them, and when 
warm weather comes the following season 
will produce an abundant crop of spores 
to start infection afresh. 

In dealing with tills disease It will be 
easily seen that the most successful treat- 
ment will necessarily be of a preventative 
nature, it is usually first noticed in the 
season of cherries, especially on soft va- 
rieties, which burst their skins after a 
rainstorm, such as the Governor Wood, 
and undoubtedly infected fruits which are 
(eft to dry up 011 these trees are 11 fertile 
source of Infection to plums later In the 
-season. Great care should be taken to 
■gather and burn these, and also the llrst 
Infected mouldy fruit noticed 011 plum 
trees. In orchards Which have been in- 
fected this season the first tiling to be 
done Is to pick off as soon as possible ill 
the fall all dried up or mummied fruit 
which may have been left on the trees; 
then with a line toothed garden rake gather 
together all fruit (hat may have fallen 
on the ground, together with fallen leaves 
and trash and burn up all these sources 
of infection, after which the trees should 
be thoroughly sprayed with bordeaux mix- 
ture of double . strength, namely, eight 
pounds sulphate of copper, eight pounds 
lime and fifty gallons water; the ground 
beneath the trees should also, bp'lwell spray- 
ed with the mixture. This should be fol- 
lowed by a thorough spraying with !No. 1 
mixture of lime, salt and sulphur spray 
during tin- dormant season, both -df- the 
trees and the ground beneath them, f! I V 

In the spring the spraying (if ! 'the trees 
with bordeaux mixture of the ordinary 
strength should be commenced as soon as 
growth starts, and nt least two sprayings 
given after the blossoms have fallen. 

If there is rensou to expect an. attack 
of the disease after the fruit lias attained 
its size and before ripening, spray No. 10, 
Jhe carbonate of copper spray, should be 
Carefully used, as nt • this stage the frull 
Is particularly liable to be Infected. Cherry 
trees sljibmd be, carefully sprayed with 
■double strength bordeaux mixture nH re- 
eomtnehdeO 'for plum trees, while the trees 
.jircf dormant, and la the spring the trees 



should lie sprayed with bordeaux mixture 
of ordinary strength when growth com- 
mences, and again after the fruit has form 
eil. - mi ■ .• .s*.--** ..■v..-. 

In Oregon It is stnted by Prof. Conlley 
'•that now the disease Is well established 
any prune of cherry grower who falls to 
employ preventive measures against brown 
rot deliberately tnkes the chance of losing 
a large proportion of his crop, even though 
such loss may not occur every year;" and 
this statement applies with the same force 
la Lower British Columbia. 

In selecting and picking fruit for mar- 
ket too much care cannot be exercised to 
exclude not only Infected fruit, but all 
that which has been In contact with it 
and It has been amply demonstrated that 
this season almost the entire crop of some 
badly infected orchards was unlit for ship- 
incut. A good deal of the loss experi- 
enced tills season was due to the develop- 
ment of the disease In the packages en 
route lo market, the temperature Insld 
cars filled with fruit being high enough 
and sufficient moisture present to furnish 
favorable conditions for the spread-of the 
rot to a large portion of the shipment. 

In a recent communication to the board 
of horticulture, Mr. Williamson, editor of 
the Oregon Agriculturist, writes In refer- 
ence to the experience of prune shippers 
last season from that state ns follows; 

Portland, Ore., Oct. "0, 1S0S. 
K. M. ralmer, Esq., Victoria, 11. C. : 

Dear Sir,— There were several hundred 
carloads of fresh , Italian prunes shipped 
East 'from Oregon last year. Almost with- 
out exception refrigerator cars with Ice 
were used. Ttiere was much complaint 
from tin. East that prunes shipped from 
this state spoiled soon after arrival. 1 
have no doubt that the brown rot was 
the principal cause of their spoiling. 
Prunes taken through In a refrigerator ear 
would arrive cold and damp; upon being 
introduced Into warm air moisture woujd 
of course condense from the air upon the 
fruit until the temperature of the hitter 
approximated that of the air. "With suf- 
ficient warmth and moisture the brown 
rot would of course spread very rapidly 
among fruit Infected with it.

Dear Sir,— I have not beard of any com- 
plaint of brown rot developing , "in fruit 
Shipped this year, except to a small ex- 
tent among peaches. Practically all of the 
fresh fruit shipped to points East of the 
Itocky Mountains (apples and pears ex- 
cepted) goes In refrigerator cars. The bulk 
of the shipments of plums and prunes to 
the East tills season have been mode from 
the dry districts In which the brown rot 
Is not complained of. Fortunately we 
had very little damp weather here during 
July, August and the llrst half of Septem- 
ber'. After the rains began the weather 
was so cool that the rot did not develop 
rapidly and verv little damage was done.

la making Improvements on the methods 
of shipping plums and prunes to the mar- 
kets of the Northwest, the experience 
which cost Oregon growers so much should 
he made use of in British Columbia. It Is 
verv evident that shipping In refrigerator 
cars to distant markets, although delaying 
the development of the disease, does not 
prevent It later on If the germs of the rot 
are present and Indicate that the greatest 
care must be taken not to ship even sllght- 
l\- Infected fruit under any conditions.

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GOVERNMENT BY TENDER. 

The siif,'£cstioti is sometimes made that 
it would 1)0 a good plan to put Hit? gov- 
ernment by tender to the lowest bidder. 
The P. R. P.'s are moving in that direc- 
tion. In the last Gazette there appears 
a notice inviting in the following lan- 
guage: 

All persons interested in obtaining 
government aid for roads, trails, or 
bridges are requested to send to the de- 
partment of lands and works the fol- 
lowing information: 

1. Description of work desired. 

2. Reasons that make the work desir- 
able. 

;!. In case of roads or trails a rough 
sketch of roads and trails in the neigh- 
borhood of the proposed work. 

4. Estimate of cost. 

5. Information as to whether any per- 
sons or companies to be benefited are 
willing to pay any part of the cost. 

The News- Advertiser, iu commenting 
upon this, complains that the late gov- 
ernment never did anything of this na- 
ture. This is true, and our contem- 
porary would probably be unable to dis- 
cover any government in any part of 
the British Empire that ever did. Such 
a notice is another illustration of the cor- 
rectness of our contemporary's position 
when it announced that the principles of 
the British constitution did not apply to 
British Columbia. 

This new departure is directly at vari- 
ance with the whole British system of 
parliamentary government, because it 
seeks to deprive members of the legisla- 
ture of their representative capacity. 
Hitherto in British Columbia, and at. 
present in every other part of the Em- 
pire, the member for a constituency is 
The channel through whom the people 
communicate their wishes to the govern- 
ment. Mr. Semliu's cabinet proposes to 
ignore the members entirely. They are 
wholly ignored in the notice. If the 
public were invited to send their repre- 
sentations to the department of lands 
and works through their representative 
in the legislature, the case would not be 
so glaring. But: nothing of the sort is 
proposed, and if hereafter any menibei 
is unwise enough to make any sugges- 
tions as to what his constituents require, 
he is likely to be met with a host of np 
plications of which he has never heard. 
The bite government receiveil most of its 
suggestions as to public works through 
the members of the legislature. In some 
instances the necessity for public ex- 
penditures was brought to the notice of 
ministers in the course of their ordinary 
routine work, but as a rule the mem- 
bers of the house on both sides of poli- 
tics wore asked what their respective 
constituencies needed, and an effort was 
made as far as possible to comply with 
their requests. This is the British sys- 
tem of carrying on affairs, and it pre- 
vails in all parts of the Empire where 
the British constitution is in operation. 
It has proved sufflcient for the require- 
ments of this province, which has seen 
large sums of money expended in public 
works in a manner that has given pro- 
found satisfaction in all sections and 
has contributed immensely to its material 
advancement. 

The new system is of a piece with the 
•other changes inaugurated by the F. 11. 
•P's. It will not fail to be unpopular. 
It is unjust to the representatives of 
the people. It will lead to confusion and 
disappointment and to the employment 
of improper influences. 



COUKTESY TO THE I'KESS. 

No invitations were given to the press 
to attend a banquet to the Earl of Aber- 
deen on the eve of his departure from 
Ottawa. His Excellency, with his lino 
sense of justice, atoned for the conduct 
of the committee as far as he was able 
by furnishing the Citizen with a copy 
of his speech. There was a case some- 
what similar in Victoria not very long 
ago. It is about time that the press of 
Canada stood upon its dignity in these 
matters, by ignoring those functions, 
the managers of which ignore the press. 
Half the entertainments to distinguished 
people are got up by men wdio are de- 
sirous of the eclat, that will attach to the 
association of their names with them. 
When the motive is a higher one, the 
whole object sought would in nine cases 
out of ten be defeated without the co- 
operation of the press. No one can lay 
down a hard and fast rule to be followed 
in every case. There are occasions when 
complimentary invitations ought to be 
extended to the newspapers. There are 
others when the newspapers ought to be 
asked to subscribe to tlte fund for the 
banquet or other function. The money 
side of the question cuts no figure at all. 
The reference is not to the editors of 
papers. If they participate in a public 
function of any kind they do so just as 
any other citizens do. They would not 
consider themselves under any obligation 
to report the proceedings, any more than 
a lawyer would expect to draw up any 
papers in connection with the mutter, or 
a physician to prescribe for any one of 
the guests, who might happen to feel 
ill. The reference is not to the news- 
papers as exponents of public opinion, 
but as purveyors of news. The press 
has the remedy in its own hands for any 
discourtesy extended to it in that way, 
and ought to apply it. 

THE ADVANCES! ENT 

OF VICTORIA. 

It is quite true, as some correspond- 
ents point out, that more is needed to 
advance Victoria than good streets anil 
a more satisfactory system of city gov- 
ernment, but this is no argument 
against the suggested improvements. 
The promoters of the effort to bring 
about municipal reform do not claim 
that their proposals cover all that the 
city requires, They recognize that they 
are dealing with only one phase of n 
large question, but at the same time a 
phase which touches every resident of 
the city, and is likely to be productive 
of far-reaching results. The Colonist 
hopes that the co-operation of citizens 
to promote municipal progress is only a 
prelude to co-operation on business lines 
for the promotion of material progress. 

The most gratifying feature in con- 
nection with the present movement is 
that it is enlisting the intelligent inter- 
est of so many and such a variety of 
people. The effort should Tie to keep 
interest from lagging- A gentleman, 
who has resided in Victoria for a long 
time, said to the Colonist yesterday that 
previous attempts to promote municipal 
reform weVe allowed to die- otrt through 
lack of interest. This is apt to be the 
ense when no one has any special ob- 
ject in keeping the movement alive. A 
special effort ought to be made to pre- 
vent local history from repeating itself 
in this matter. The Colonist, and 
doubtless the Times, will do its share, 
but the public must realize that without 
assistance the most versatile writer on 
municipal affairs, the- most astute ob- 
server of things calculated to promote 
business expansion, will after a time 
cense to be able to arouse public inter- 
est. Nothing will be of more advan- 
tage to the city at this time than many 
short letters from different people. 



. THE DISPOSAL OF CROWN 
LANDS. 

In the reference to the disposal ot 
Crown lands made in yesterday's Col- 
onist brief mention was made; of the 
principle which the plan, suggested was 
designed to carry into effect. This prin- 
ciple has three aspects. 

The public domain should only be sold 
to those who will make an immediate 
beneficial use of it. 

Any person desiring to make immediati 
beneficial use of any portion of tin 
public domain should be allowed to do 
so. 

When any of the public domain is sold, 
the utmost publicity should be given to 
the sale, so that as good a price as pos- 
sible may be obtained and the rights of 
persons in possession may he protected. 

Some modifications might, be advisable 
In the plan suggested, but something 
based upon the general lines proposed in 
yesterday's article would unquestionably 
promote the three aspects of the case 
above specified. It would place all men 
upon an equal footing. It is further 
suggested that iu any new act framed 
for the disposal of Crown lands there 
should be a provision expressly divest- 
ing the Crown of any prerogative right 
to part with the lands. The claim is 
made, and there may be some founda- 
tion for it, that although the legislature 
has directed how lands may be disposed 
of, there is nothing in any law to pro 
vent the Crown, that is the government 
for the time being, from disposing of the 
public domain In some other way, the 
Idea .being that the Crown cannot be di- 
vested of its prerogative rights except 
by special legislation. If this is good 
law in regard to the Crown lands, it 
ought to be altered, for although no harm 
has .cuino lo-jtho province by- reason of 
II. no line can" foretell what tuny happen. 



be well to remind readers that Anticostl 
is a large island in the mouth of the 
St. Lawrence river. Ita present owner 
is Mons. Menhir, of? chocolate fame. 
This enterprising .Frenchman claims 
something closely resembling sovereign 
rights on his island, and there has been 
some talk about his intending to make 
it over to France.

It is not desirable in 
the interest of that respect which ought 
to be extended towards the courts, to 
specify any instances iu which this 
solutnry rule has been departed from.

His Second Successful Break From 
the Strong Arm of the 
Law. 



The next time that the police get hold 
of Ah Loy it is probable that they will 
keep their eyes ou him. That wily Chi- 
was arrested during the last week 
of October on a charge of vagrancy, for 
which he was sent to the provincial gaol 
to do hard work for a ninth. Ah Loy 
likes nothing worse than work and he 
hows his dislike for it even under the 
watchful eyes of the police and guard. 

While in the city lockup awaiting 
trial he made a bold break for liberty, 
taking advantage of an open door to 
make his escape. Ou that occasion, 
he did not know the man he had to deal 
with, Constable Abel being in charge of 
the lockup, and his freedom was short 
lived, consisting simply of a run through 
the dark alleys of Chinatown and baolc 
on to Government street, where he was 
overtaken by the officer. 

Yesterday Ah Loy made a more suc- 
cessful break for liberty, in fact his 
whereabouts are still nnknown to the 
police. He was at work in the ya rd a I 
the provincial gaol iuid waiting for a 
fair opportunity made a jump for the 
high fence and was over it in far les.j 
time than it takes to tell the tale. 

The guard gave chase but unfortunate- 
ly became entangled in a barbed wire 
fence and before he could disengage him- 
self the Chinaman Had sought the se- 
clusion of the woods.. He had no irons 
on and was therefore able to make a 
good run for it. 

This is not the first, time that this same 
native of the Flowery Kingdom has es- 
caped the police, although it was not 
until he had left the city lockup that his 
identity was disclosed. It was on the 
way to the provincial gaol after Ah Loy 
had been sentenced for vagrancy that 
Constable Carter recognized the prisoner 
as a man who had escaped from him 
three years ago. Ho had arrested him 
in Chinatown and was taking him to the 
ockup when tile Chinaman although 
handcuffed, made his escape. 

THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 

Result of the Inquiry Into the Murder 
of Henry Smith. 

The inquest on Henry Smith's body 
was held yesterday, and while the jury, 
from the evidence; had no option but to 
bring in a verdict that the killing was 
done by someone unknown, there is 
not the least doubt that Hammond was 
the murderer. There were six or 
seven witnesses examined, among them 
George Smith, the victim's father. lie 
identified a number of articles found 
on Hammond's body, and also from 
the photograph swore positively that the 
man whose body was found by Dr. Kir- 
ker near Esnaimalt was Hammond. 
The padlock which closed the cabin in 
which lay Smith's body, and the key 
found in Hammond's pocket had been 
given by the witness to Hammond. 
Then, too, Hammond was traced from 
the ranch to Esquimau. He had been 
seen on OctolM-r 21) going from the 
shack; the next Thursday he was al: 
Louis Duval's at the Royal Oak, and 
the same day at the Bltrnside hotel; 
and on the next night stopped ut the 
Esquimau hotel, his body being found 
on the .'{1st October by Dr. Klrker. 

It was impossible to fix the exact dnv 
or night when Smith was killed. Dr. 
Holden, who performed the autopsy, 
discovered five wounds on Smith's head, 
the fatal one being the one behind the 
left ear. 

The jury brought in a verdict to the 
effect that Smith came to his death at 
the hands of someone unknown, the axe 
found in the cabin being the weapon 
used. 

The funeral, which takes place on 
Sunday from the parents' residence, 
corner of John and Government streets, 
will be a large one nnd will be of a mili- 
tary character, young Smith having 
been a member of No. .'( Company, Fifth 
regiment. The Foresters, and Sons o,f 
England will also attend.

The autumn musical season is almost 
upon us, and in many respects it prom- 
ises to be unique, quite outclassing* pre- 
vious ones, not only in the variety of 
the performances to be given, but in 
their quantity. Certainly in the past 
two or three years musical development 
in Victoria has proceeded by leaps and 
bounds, and it may be doubted whether 
in any other city of equivalent size in 
the country there exist us many musical 
societies of high standard or as much 
material to work upon. 

For permanent fixtures the musical 
public have in the Avion Club, and more 
recently the Choral Union, and while 
advancing age has in no way impaired 
their usefulness, it is a matter for con- 
gratulation that performances by these 
excellent institutions are to be supple- 
mented by regular subscription concerts 
to be given by the PhUh amitotic Society. 

From time to time Mr. F. V. Austin's 
name has been associated with meri- 
torious performances by chorus and or- 
chestra, which, it cannot he denied, have 
given a strong impetus to the develop- 
ment of orchestral playing and drawn 
general attention to a sphere of music 
hitherto neglected. Born of these 
.successes, and backed up by the recog- 
nition it received at its initial concert 
in .Inly, the Philharmonic Society has 
established itself on a secure basis by 
issuing a limited number of subscription 
tickets, and proposes to give three eon- 
certs. November will witness the first, 
as it will also one by the Arion Club. 
The Choral Union, it is understood, arc' 
at present rehearsing Cowen's "Rose 
Maiden,'' a cantata for mixed voices. 

In passing, it might nob be out of 
place to deplore the fact that one or two 
private clubs of unusual dimensions 
have recently sprung into being. Their 
object, of course, is to provide enter- 
tainment for persons belonging to cer- 
tain sets, in order to avoid assisting 
public institutions where membership is 
open to all classes. There can be no 
possible objection to a few friends meet- 
ing at their different homes and enjoy- 
ing concerted singing, but when it be- 
comes a matter of canvassing for and 
obtaining some 00 or- GO voices, it cre- 
ates a stumbling block to the advance- 
ment of public societies. 

And for this reason: There are at 
present in Victoria three public organ- 
izations possessing choruses, and there 
are many who belong to each — rehear- 
sals held on different nights rendering 
this possible — (o say nothing of the 
various choir practices which consume 
Friday evenings. When, therefore, a 
large private club steps in, offering 
social inducements that must necessarily 
bo non-existent in a public one, there 
can be no question but that the latter 
must suffer. It is a matter for regret 
that: local musicians are not more pub- 
lic-spirited in this respect. 

To return to our muttons, if the 
purely musical fixtures promised arc 
more considerable than in previous 
years, it roust not he forgotten that very 
little allusion has been made to the ap- 
proaching operatic season. It seems 
rather startling, but nevertheless the 
fact remains that no less than three 
operas are to be given. Perhaps it is 
to he regretted that there should he such 
a drain on amateur voices all at one 
. times, but. if the confident countenances 
of the different executives go for any- 
thing, it would seem that Victoria is 
equal to the emergency, and that Anglo- 
Saxon grit is going to work wonders. 
There can he nothing like competition 
To develop esprit do coeur, and the fact 
that the rivalry is a good-natured one 
is not likely to lessen it. 

Fresh from their "Geisha " successes, 
Messrs. Cooper and Finn and their as- 
sociates are to put on "The Pearl of 
. Pekin," and it goes without saying that 
this semi-professional combination will 
still further distinguish themselves. Do 
Koven's " Robin Hood," and Gilbert & 
Sullivan's " Iolnnthe " are now under 
rehearsal by' purely amateur aggrega- 
tions. The former is to be given under 
.1 ho musical direction of Mr. F. V. Aus- 
tin and the stage management of F. 
Finch-Smiles, in aid of the B. 0. Benev- 
olent Society. Mr. Austin has been 
identified with successes in amateur 
opera in New "Westminster and Van- 
, opuver, and in his stage manager ha 
''"should have an efficient coadjutor. 
" Robin Hood " is a particularly melo- 
dious opera, the music being not alto- 
gether unknown to Victorians, the 
popular Arion Club having introduced 
several of the choruses at their concerts. 
If it will interest the timid ones, it 
may be stated that the ladies in the 
'•chorus are not supposed to wear tights. 

" lolanthe " is being undertaken by 
; . Miss Marrack, and it is thought that a 
strong east, has been obtained. Per- 
tuinly Miss Marrack has some excellent 
voices among her pupils to draw on.

Now that the citizens have begun to 
grow alive to the necessity and advant- 
age ot Victoria putting on a tidier and 
more "citilied" look there is being raised 
again the question of how it Is that 
.something cannot he done to put a stop 
to the perpatetlc buzz saw or .street 
wood cutting machine. It seems to 
many that without much trouble ar- 
rangements could he made whereby the 
machines could be relegated to the yards 
of their owners or custodians and that 
instead of the machines occupying a 
place on the public street, the wood 
should be taken to them to he sawed. 
This would be pleasunter than to be 
wakened up in the morning with a 
buzz-z-z that sets one's teeth on edge 
and to know that it is your neighbor who 
is having his wood cut. Then in spite of 
all precautions there cannot fail to bo 
remnants of sawdust and wood on the 
street after the machine has buzzed it- 
self away to another part of the town. 
Some careful householders say that they 
like to have their wood cut in front oi 
their own. doors as then they can have 
a better chance to see that they get the 
full tale of a cord or half cord or what- 
ever amount they purchase. 

However, what is the matter with a 
regulation prescribing that the'box of a 
cart delivering wood should be a cer- 
tain size, just big enough to hold a cord 
or half cord as the case" may he? Then 
it would be very easy to sec by a glance 
at the delivery wagon whether the whole 
amount was delivered. 

It will be remembered that the grand 
jury at the spring assizes condemned the 
use" of those machines on the street as a 
nuisance, the presentment of the jury 
containing the following paragraph: 

"Wo consider that the public streets 
and thoroughfares are not the proper 
places for wood sawing machines to be 
operated and we are at a loss to under- 
stand why an exception should be made 
in favor of these machines, especially in 
view of the fact that they are a menace 
to the safety of the public." 

The terrible accident by which a young 
mail operating one of these machines lost 
his life by the bursting of the lly wheel 
is fresh in the public mind, and several 
complaints have been sent in to the city 
council about the alarm caused to horses 
by thse sawing machines. 

It was in response to some of these 
complaints that Aid. MacGregor brought 
in tin amendment to the streets by-law to 
stop the cutting of wood by these mach- 
ines on the public streets. The matter 
came up in the council on May .'50 and 
the next night the whole thing was 
tli rushed out. 

It appears, however, that the Muni- 
cipal Clauses act, while giving the power 
to the city to regulate street sawing 
machines, does not confer the power on 
the council to do away with them alto- 
gether. Hence Aid MacGrcgor's amend- 
ment had to be withdrawn. However, 
he made another move to have the regu- 
lations which now prevent the machines 
from cutting within the lire limits ex- 
cept, between 5 unci fl a.m.. apply to the 
whole city. In this, however, he was un- 
successful. The Mayor, Aid. MacGregor, 
McCandless, Humphrey and Wilson vot- 
ed to bring about the proposed amend- 
ment, hut Aid. Kinsman, Hall, Humbci, 
Phillips and Williams opposed it and so 
as the vote was n tie, Aid. MacGrcgor's 
motion was lost and the old order of 
things still prevails. 

It might not be a had plan for the city, 
at the next session of the legislature 
when municipal amendments are up, to 
get. power to prohibit sawing machines 
Operating on the street and perhaps next 
year the move will not. be blocked as it 
was this year in the council.

WEYLER STOLE A MILLION. 

Such Is the Story Told by Prisoners (it 
Manila— Excesses of American 
' ~ Soldiers. • ' j " 

Manila. Sept. 20, via San Francisco, Nov. 
3.-D!rect evidence connecting General 
Weyler, of Cuban fame and memory, with 
the wholesale looting of tlle Philippine 
treasury, has been unearthed In the Ulllbid 
prison and books of the treasury, and 
Mit.vlmlano Itosales and Julian Reyes, sent 
to prison us' scapegoats for vice-regal 
thieves, have been liberated, Deliverance 
came too late for a third prisoner, con- 
victed on perjured testimony of the same 
crime, for be died In Rlllbld eight days 
before the American army entered the 

city. ... ants >* , . . 

When Captain Moffett, superintendent of 
the prisons, began hla Investigation of 
the cases of the prisoners confined 111 Hill- 
bid, Rosales and lteyes declared that they 
were unjustly suffering for the crimes 
of others, and begged that their cases he 
reopened. They averred that Weyler and 
his associates hail looted the treasury of 
about ?l,:ioo,l)i>0 la Mexican silver, and 
that they had been accused the the crime 
and sent to gaol. 

Moffett made a report of the startling 
claim to General MacArtlmr, and an ex- 
amination of the books at the treasury 
was ordered. The latter showed that dur- 
ing the Weyler regime several Immense 
sums of money had been withdrawn, and 
there was an unsatisfactory showing as 
to the disposition of It. No attempt had 
been made apparently to cover up the en- 
tire amount, and the deficit was explain- 
ed by the arrest of Rosales nnd bis two 
companions nnd their conviction on a 

charge of theft. ? 

Itosales was submitted to n series of 
careful examinations, and there was an 
examination ot every clrsumstance possi- 
ble to establish or disprove Ids story. The 
officers who handled the case are not 
sure thnt Itosales, and possibly Reyes, did 
not receive a liberal cash reward for 
taking the blame and facing the disgrace 
ot felony. Loonies has ample means, and 
his cell in Blllbld was made comfortable 
during bis stay la it. The ofilcers nre 
convinced, however, thnt there lias been 
a grand conspiracy to rob the colonial safe, 
and that Weyler and other high officials 
got the bulk of the money.' 

HOSALES' STORY. 

Itosales was one of the cashiers lit the 
treasury, and he goes so far as to declare 
Weyler himself came to the treasury to 
aid In the crime. He asserts that he warf 
forced to stnnd at attention while the Im- 
perial robber helped , himself to the cash. 
At the time of the robbery there was an 
ugly scandal, and Kosules asserts that but 
for the necessity of. appeasing the dis- 
gusted people! he would not have been 
arrested nnd sent to jail. He asserted 
further that the facts were quite gen, 
orally known, and offered to rest his case 
■ mi the testimony of some of his fellow 
clerks nnd others who were familiar with 
the facts. Resides was not given a par- 
ticularly good character by the testimony, 
which was secretly taken, but that tended 
to confirm his story. 

It was decided, In addition to freeing 
Itosales and Reyes, to make a full investi- 
gation of the cine, with a view to estab- 
lishing the facts. The two prisoners have 
just been turned loose on the following 
special order: 

"Office of the Military Governor In the 
Philippine Islands. Manila, P. I., September 
21. 1S08.— Special Order No. 1: After an In- 
vestigation of.ithe cases of Maxlmluno Ro- 
sales and Julian Reyes, prisoners In confine- 
ment In one of the prisons of this city, 
convicted andj sentenced by the Spanish 
authorities in IS'.) I to a term of penal 
servitude of four years nnd two months, 
on charges of I malfeasance in office and 
purloining public funds, nnd upon the re- 
commendation of the prevost marshal gen- 
eral of the city, who has most carefully 
considered these cases on their merits, In 
connection with their long confinement 
and physical condition, that clemency lie 
shown, a full pardon to the prisoners herein 
mimed Is hereby grunted, and It Is ordered 
that they be released from confinement 
Immediately and restored to liberty, 

*"By command of Major-General Otis'." 

Weyler has long been credited with si eat- 
ing a fortune here during ills administra- 
tion, but was always believed to have pos- 
sessed more finesse us a robber than as a 
highwayman. 

Moffett. continues to unearth Shocking 
cases of Injustice In the local prisons, nnd 
has already freed 1,100 out of 2,000 prison- 
ers. There are two other colonial peniten- 
tiaries in other parts of the Island, and, 
while they are outside of the city and 
American sovereignty, Moffett is for. tak- 
ing charge of them and freeing the 
innocent. ! t'j 

SOLDIERS' SHAMEFUL CONDUCT. 

The army of occupation, or nt least the 
army without occupation, has been bn the 
vergo of a sensation for several days. 
Discipline has dropped very low, jaud sob- 
riety and morals lower, nnd a few'days ago 
General Otis, disgusted nt the state of 
affairs, drafted a scorching order that 
would have shaken the corps from top to 
bottom. There was a conference on It, 
and General MacArtbur and Adjt. Gen. 
Harry are said to have strongly advised 
against its promulgation. 

Otis is Bald to have temporarily with- 
drawn the Order, but to he bent on Its 
issuance If the situation does not improve. 
The Issuance of the order would strip 
some heroic figures of their glory, ano 
write a chapter In the story of this Invasion 
that would not ho edifying. 

Otis Is thoroughly stirred up over the 
manifest hud; of discipline and common 
senses, of drunkenness and disorder on the 
public strei'ts- uud In public resorts, and 
vows that thffe will be reform nt any 
cost. The guards on the streets have been 
reinforced, but' they do not seem to do 
their duty. The moral effect of the situa- 
tion is disheartening to Americans, One 
might search ./or a weid; for a drunken 
Kilinnno, and au hour for a drunken Span- 
lard, but lie has to get out of the way of 
drunken American soldiers. Money Is run- 
ning short, however, and there will be a 
lull nntll the n v xt pay day.

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THE STATE OF TRADE 

Local Merchants Report Business 
Very Good La All 
Lines. 



Largo Orders Coming; in Freely 
From Mining and Other 
Districts. 


A better feeling prevails in Victoria 
business circles to-day than there has 
been for a number of years past. This 
is warranted not only by the increased 
trade that. Victoria, merchants arc at 
present enjoying, but also by the pros- 
peels /or the winter and spring, which 
were never brighter. The wholesale 
dealers in all lines report a large in- 
crease iu the number and size, of out- 
side orders, Kootcnay, Cariboo and 
other interior districts requiring more 
goods than usual, while Alberni, the 
"West Coast and the Island districts are 
now making quite a demand on Victoria 
merchants. All this is caused by the 
wonderful amount of development work 
that has been done during the summer, 
and which is still being carried on. It 
is a little early yet for orders from the 
.North or for miners' outfitting, but there 
is no doubt, that after the holidays 
business in these lines will be even 
greater than lust year, local merchants 
counting on securing a large percentage 
of the Atlin Lake trade. In met, some 
large orders from parties going to that, 
district in January have already been 
listed, and many inquiries have been re- 
ceived. There has also been, some hay- 
ing by men who intend making an early 
start over the ice. 

In feed and millstuffs November 
opened better than for some time, this 
being accounted for to a certain extent 
by the fact that dairymen and others 
have to commence feeding this month. 
The country trade has also improved, 
orders from Alberni and along the line 
of the Esquimau & Nauaimo railway 
coming in freely. ■ 

Wholesale grocers and provision mer- 
chants report the receipt of a great 
many mail orders from Kootenay, and 
general improvement in business in all 
sections of the province, Alberni and 
the "West Coast being very good. The 
volume of business has greatly in- 
creased, ami the merchants have 
been kept busy tilling orders and ship- 
ping. Collections are good. 

As usual at this time of the year, it 
is a little quiet in the wholesale liquor 
business, orders from the North having 
stopped t'or the winter. Business from 
Uossland and Nelson is picking up, 
while from other points of Kootenay 
and along the line of the C. I'. R. it 
continues fair. Collections are good. 

The wholesale dealers in dry goods 
and men's furnishings are not having 
any quiSt days. From all parts of the 
province orders are coming in exceed- 
ingly well, keeping the manufacturing 
and other departments just as busy as 
possible. Travellers returning from 
their fall trips through Cariboo, Lil- 
looet and Kootenay report a very 
healthv feeling in the mining districts, 
and brisk business and easy collections 
in consequence. A few orders have 
been received from parties bound to 
Atlin Lake, while Alberni and the "West 
Const are adding to the. volume of busi- 

,K Tho retail trade is likewise bettor 
than it has been for some time, grocers, 
clothiers and dry goods and notion deal- 
ers reporting brisk business, with a 
stead v improvement. The prospects for 
Christmas trade are exceedingly bright, 
and following the holidays the travel 
northward is looked for to further im- 
prove business. 

THE RETAIL MARKETS. 
The keeper of poultry whose hens are 
laying is making money nowadays. 
Fresh eggs can hardly be bought, not 
even for 00 cunts a dozen, the price now 
quoted for them. With Christinas ap- 
proaching there is a probability, too, 
that eggs will .remain high for some 
time, tiie demand increasing us the 
season advances. Another dairy pro- 
duct that has recently advanced is 
British Columbia creamery butter, 
which is selling this week at Ho cents 
per 'lb. Fishermen report a great scar- 
city of salmon and halibut, and prices 
on these two kinds of fish have gone 
up. Ducks have been coming in plenti- 
fully during the past few days, and ap- 
pear to have taken the place of grouse, 
on account of the scarcity of the latter. 
In the Hour and feed markets no 
changes seem likely to take place at 
present.

Her lite work is destined and apart from 
this, however, being in direct relation 
to her studies of economic and quasi- 
philosophical questions as applied to co- 
operative housekeeping. 

To get away from impressive vague- 
ness ia explanation of Mrs. Coleuian- 
Stuekhert's "mission," her aim is to to 
reform or readjust the machinery of mod- 
era housekeeping that the wives and 
mothers of the nation may become iess of 
household drudges and more able to bll 
their proper place in the education of 
the young who are to become the men 
and women of the next generation. She 
is a linn believer in the iriaxlin that 
nurture as well us nature makes the man 
or the woman, and also in the truth of 
the saying that character ia formed for 
the most part hi childhood's days with 
the mother as the architect of her off- 
spring's destiny. 

To find some way of better fitting the 
mothers of the land for the fulfilment of 
this sacred and most important task is 
the keynote of ber "mission." Coinci- 
dently the lightening of the mother's 
cares must necessarily improve her 
physique and result in the development 
of stronger boys and girls, growing into 
stronger men and women. 

Nor must it be taken for granted that 
this social reformer's plan strikes at the 
amelioration of conditions only for those 
of the so-called lower or middle classes, 
tjmte the reverse. Work not so much as 
worry makes havoc of health, and the 
trials and distractions of managing a 
millionaire s household under the present 
domestic servant system often makes the 
mistress of such an establishment as 

thoroughly entitled to pity as her sister 
With the do-all as well as the endure-all 
of houtoliold cares upon her. 

To eradicate or at nil events minimize 
the evals of the present system of do- 
mestic economy, Mrs. Coleman-Stuck- 
liert laas devised a plan of so-called "co- 
operative housekeeping." which may be 
briefly described as follows: 

1. To promote interest in a system o^ 
housekeeping by which the benefits and 
economy of organization may be secured 
while the saeredness, individuality and 
privacy of the homo muy at the same 
time he religiously preserved. 

lo present a solution of the domes- 
tic servant problem und furnish oppor- 
tunity for a system of living in conform- 
ity with scientific principles— to lift the 
calling of domestic service from, its pre- 
sent to> u higher plane, making possible 
the realization of the divine purpose 
that by pure food and happy home con- 
ditions, the physical and moral well-be- 
ing of the race shall be promoted and 
secured. 

3. To institute a system of housekeep- 
ing by which the nerve force of the peo- 
ple shall be conserved. 

4. To advocate a method of living by 
W iich the tendency to intemperance and 
resultant disease may be overcome and 
the institutions for the treatment of their 
victims rendered unnecessary. 

5. To relieve the wealthy from the 
distractions of large hut Inefficient ser- 
vant staffs. 

ti. To provide the professional and 
mercantile classes with all the comforts 
of lirst class homes at less expense and 
care than under the present faulty sys- 
tem. 

0. To furnish the artisan class with 
good sanitary houses, properly heated 
and lighted, with properly cooked and 
nutritive food and improved social con- 
ditions, " 

The final result nimed at is of cou.-.ie 
the inculcation of principles of thrift nnd 
economy; the general uplifting of all 
without interference with the individual- 
ity or privacy of house life. 

All this is very well, the render will 
perhaps observe— but where is the prac- 
tical plan that is to work these wonders. 
Mrs. Coleman-Stuckhert believes that 
she has worked it out, nnd there is this 
evidence in behalf of her contention, 
that the very conservative and thought- 
ful corporation council of Glasgow h.is 
been so much impressed with her scheme 
that thej- some time ago undertook the 
erection and establishment of a reform 
villnge under her direction, the experi- 
ment having proved eminently success- 
ful from a monetary standpoint us well 
as on economic and sanitary grounds. 

At Chicago, just after the World's 
Fair, a company was organized to try 
the new system of living in America, by 
putting up buildings on the lake front 
and having them conducted on the lines 
recommended by Victoria's visitor. Un- 
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fortunately the great railroad strike pre- 
vented tlie company from the cxccutioi. 
of the undertaking as originally con- 
templated. 

Now Mrs. Coleman-Stuckhert comes to 
Canada— the hind of her birth. She hart 
hail numerous interviews with the fed- 
eral ministers, her proposition to the Do- 
minion government being for Canada to 
construct at the Paris Exposition build- 
ings designed upon her plans, containing 
none but Canadian materials, and fur- 
nished wholly with Canadian manufac- 
tures. This she claims would have the 
double effect of demonstrating to the 
world Canada's progressiveness in mat- 
ters of social and economic reform, ami 
of advertising the resources and indus- 
trial capabilities of the Dominion. The 
proposition is at the present time under 
consideration by Hon. Mr. Fisher, min- 
ister of agriculture, who has expressed 
himself as quite in sympathy with t,he 
idea, but unable to deal with the matter 
definitely until it can be ascertained what 
space will be placed at the disposal of 
the Dominion. 

Mrs. Coleman-Stuckhert has still an- 
other motive in coining to Canada just 
now. (She has made the westward jour- 
ney to see the country and obtain views 
of the cities nnd towns with which to 
illustrate the lectures she purposes giv- 
ing throughout Great Britain and lie- 
land, in order to demonstrate the beau- 
ties and attractiveness of the Dominion. 
She feels that as she is not being sent by 
the government or any public body, but 
i undertaking the work as a labor of 
love, it js likely to be more successful 
than it would otherwise be, in attracting 
desirable immigration. 

Mrs, Coleman-Stuckhert is a lady of 
pronounced individuality and striking 
earnestness As are most people with 
well donned ideas, she is a brilliant con- 
versationalist and never weary f dis 
cussmg her plan or its details. She i 



horonghlv convinced both of its neevs- 
icy and its soundness, realizing that to 
he grout mass of the middle class life 
.aider existing social conditions means

TKOTJBLIiS OF THE SEALERS. 

Caplain Cox and Captain Taylor Re- 
turn East— A Second Petition 
For the Industry. 

Capt. J. G. Cox, of E. 15. Marvin & 
Co., and Capt. Taylor, of Nova Scotia, 
who was Bent to the Coast to make a 
valuation of the Canadian sealing inter- 
ests, have about completed the work 
that has kept them busy ever since their 
arrival hi Victoria. They expect to 
leave for Ottuwa, en roule"to Washing- 
ton, D. C, where the commission re- 
sumes its sessions to-day, on Saturday, 
by which time they will have completed 
the collection and arrangement of all 
their data. 

Humor had it on the water-front yes- 
terday that still another petition was in 
preparation protesting against the aboli- 
tion of the sealing industry, and to be 
signed only by the representative busi- 
ness lirnis of tin? community whose 
trade must necessarily sulTer severely 
if an end is made of the sealing. 

There is also considerable dissatisfac- 
tion expressed locally in connection with 
the appointment f. Gnpt. Thayer, of 
the American Lloyds, as valuator for 
the- United States. lie is supposed to 
come from Boston, Mass., and to be all 
absolutely impartial and unprejudiced 
agent; there arc, however, some among 
the local sealers who declare him to be 
more San Franciscan than Boston inn, 
and to have at: least an indirect rela- 
tionship with the management of the 
Alaska Commercial Co. 

The Toronto Mail and Empire, in its 
issue of the 3rd instant, prints the fol- 
lowing from its special correspondent at 
the Dominion capital, without mention- 
ing, however, the name of the prominent 
citizen whose opinions are quoted: 

"What will Canada secure for sur- 
rendering her rights to hunt seals in 
Behring Sea?" was asked of a Mont- 
real gentleman who is well posted on 
the present slate of negotiations on this 
subject before the High Commission. 

"Absolutely nothing," lie replied. 
"The United States is buying out the 
vpsscls and out tils of the British Colum- 
bia sealers, and when they have done 
that they will have reached the limit; of 
tin; concessions which they are disposed 
to inn he to Canada." 

" Do you think that the Canadian 
commissioners should accept merely the 
cash value for the vessels for foregoing 
the rights of all Canadian citizens to 
hunt Bealsi" was asked! 

"The consideration may seem lo be 
a small one when one regards the mat- 
ter from the standpoint of Great Brit- 
ain's contention before the Paris tribu- 
nal, but. 1 do not see how the Dominion 
government can help herself to better 
terms. The Canadian commissioners 
nro in this predicament: either they 
must accept the terms of the United 
Stales, or else they will find neither 
cash nor seals coining to the sealing 
men." 

"What do you mean by that;" 
asked the newspaper man. 

"Well, simply this: If Canada dues 
not accept the offer of the big republic, 
it is not al: all unlikely that the seals 
will bo killed off on the rookeries, In 
that case Canada's right to seal in 
Behring Sea will remain, but if "there 
are no seals to Ik? caught, the right will 
be but an empty privilege. I may re- 
mind you that n hill has already passed 
the house of representatives ai: Wash- 
ington to mifhorize flic destruction of 
the souls on the rookeries, which, as 
you are well aware, are entirely con- 
trolled by the Americans. This may
